First I’d like to tell you about a 
new Blues club in South Jersey. The 
club is called the BLUE MOON BUS 
STOP, formerly named Cool Lukes.

DO YOU PLAN TO PLAY SOMEONE SUCH AS BILLY 
RAY CYRUS? Cliff: We have been picking him up. In 
fact, today, we’re planning to play Achy Breaky Heart. 

DID YOU ALWAYS DO COUNTRY? Cliff: I did rock 
and roll for a short period of time. It didn’t last long. I 
started in high school and that’s what happened there. I 
decided that’s not where I want to go and right back to 
country I went. 

Kevin: I was a die hard rock and roll fan -- Led Zeppelin 
Band and the whole nine yards. I got into country as a 
fluke. I would play with a rock and roll band for a few 
months and it would break up. After two years of playing 
for various bands, I asked a buddy of mine who worked at 
a gas station. I knew he played guitar and I asked him if 
he knew any bands looking for a drummer. I figured he 
would get me a country-western band, then I wouldn’t . 
have much of a career...The next day, a guy named Dan 
Gamble called me up, said he was organizing a band called 
Long Black Limousine. I wound up playing for that band 
for about 10 years. We played mostly Central New Jersey

The Band Behind The Hype

Blind Melon is a band that is indescribable. Their self- 
titled debut takes the listener on a roller coaster of 
emotion and feeling. Their lyrics are taken from personal 
experiences, but, each song can be interpreted in so many 
ways, it becomes special to each person. Their music has a 
southern feel with an alternative twist and a unique vocal 
combination that sounds like nothing you've ever heard 
before. 

The diverse influences found in Blind Melon’s music re- 
flect the diverse areas of the country from which the band 
members hail. 

Bassist Brad Smith and guitarist Rogers Stevens came to 
Los Angeles from Mississippi in 1989. Soon after, they 
hooked up with singer Shannon Hoon, who had recently 
moved from Indiana. The next to join was guitarist 
Christopher Thorn, originally from Pennsylvania. Brad 
and Rogers recruited their old friend from Mississippi, 
Glen Graham, to play drums. The line-up of Blind Melon 
was now complete. 

| spoke with Shannon during their tour of the states. 

Cindy: Before Blind Melon got signed, there was a big 
buzz about the band. Did it cause any pressure on you 
and the recording of the album? 

Shannon: There was a little bit of pressure. A lot of the 
hype that surrounded the band kind of subliminally 
knocked us out of focus. We ended up leaving Los Angeles 
to get away. 

Cindy: You guys went to North Carolina. 

Shannon: Yes, we didn’t want the hype to obscure our 
vision as far as making a good record. We moved to a more 
relaxed place where we could concentrate on writing good 
songs and being a band. 

Cindy: You relocated to North Carolina to write the 
material for the album. How did you end up recording the 
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album in Seattle? 

Shannon: Rick’s (Parasher, record producer) studio is in 
Seattle. We talked to Rick and everybody got along, hit it 
off, and seemed quite comfortable with each other. So, 


we went there to record the album. We had all the ar- 
rangements for all our songs and basically we needed 
someone to stand outside of the fire and say, “It looks 
like you are beating a dead horse, let’s call it a day.” 
Rick was good at calling it a day. He was a good quality 
control guy. 

Cindy: Brad (Smith) and your vocals complement each 
other so well. Is that a sound you came up with your- 
selves? 

Shannon: It’s nothing that was formulated. A lot of 
what we do is spontaneous as far as ideas, which keeps it 
fresh for everyone. 

Cindy: You went on the 120 Minutes Tour before the 
album was completed, Did that affect the final production 
of the album? : 

Shannon: Nothing really affected the album at all. | 
thought it was a good tour. It was a chance for a lot of 
people to come see us and form their own opinion ‘on 
what we were about before the songs were shoved down 
their throat by radio. 

Cindy: I’ve noticed that you encourage stage diving a lot. 

Shannon: | can just see it on their faces. It’s just a chal- 
lenge, you get that adrenaline rush and you go for it. If 
that’s what’s going to make them feel good, then I'll 
support them. 

Cindy: Or give them a dollar (Note: At the Palace in Los 
Angeles, Shannon gave a dollar to each person who made 
it on stage.) 

Shannon: Give them a buck! | still had four dollars left 
at the end of the show. 

Cindy: What does it feel like when the audience is sing- 
ing along with you? At the Palace, you had the audience 
sing “No Rain” in its entirety. 

Shannon: We’re releasing that! When the audience sings 
along, | feel like we’re connecting. It’s overwhelming. 
Getting people to sing along is a way for them to be a part 
of it. It turns into a celebration. | like it to be one, a lot of 
unity in the room. We’re not the attitude oriented band. 

Cindy: If you could tour with anyone, past or present, 
who would it be? 

Shannon: The Grateful Dead? There’s such a warm vibe 
and a happy air that surrounds the Grateful Dead show. 
It’s something you need.to experience. It’s a good thing. 

Cindy: What new artists do you like? 

Shannon: | like the Smashing Pumpkins and Flowerhead. 

Cindy: When you look back, what do you think you will 
remember most about this tour? 

Shannon: The beginning. Before the record was Out, 
there were only a handful of people who would come to 
our shows. The way we affect people is something that 
rests On Our conscience. 

Cindy: What’s next for the band? 

Shannon: We're touring in the states, then were going to 
Europe, Canada and back to Europe again. I’m not sure, 
they really don’t tell me much...
